Blackfeet See Moral and 
Trade Honestly 


Glacier Park, Mont.—The odious ex- 
pression “Indian giver” (meaning not 


‘| for keeps), which is applied to. people 


who give something and then want it 
back, never fitted the Blackfeet tribe 
after the Great Spirit brought disaster 
to Napee, an old man of their nation, 
according to the present-day oracles 
of the Glacier National Park reserva- 
tion. ‘Here is a legend that lives viv- 


| idly amoiig young and oid: 


Many moons ago an aged Indian 
traveling alone..met a coyote and 
made a companion of him, just lke 
he would a dog. The day was hot 
on the prairie and the Indian and 


‘| coyote came upon a huge outstanding 


rock on the plains. Thé old Indian 
took off his buckskin coat and spread 
‘it over the rock, giving the garment 
to the prairie’ landmark... After ‘re- 
suming his journey with the coyote 
it started to rain, and old Napee sent 
the wolf back for the coat. 

But the rock wouldn't’ return the 
coat, and the coyote came scampering 
back to the Indian with ita tail hang- 
ing between its legs. This made the 
aged brave mad, and he retraced his 
steps in haste, grabbed up the coat 
and started on his journey. 

He and the coyote hadn't gone far 
when they heard a loud, rumbling 
noise. Léoking back they saw the 
rock rolling after them. It bowled 
over a herd of buffalo, kflling-many. 
and eame bumping over the prairté in 
pursuit of them. The coyote was flat- 
tened. out dead. Napee saw a night- 
hawk ‘soaring in the sky and called to 
it for help, The hawk flew down just 
as the overheated rock burst In two 
with a loud explosion,

The Blackfeet Indians to this day 
relate the legend and point ‘gravely to 
the moral of it, viz.: “When you give 
or trade with anyone, don't expect 
anything back, no difference what the 
loss or suffering may be.” Thus It 
came to be the motto of the Blackfeet 
to do their trading “for keeps,” and 


in trading with other tribes they al- 


ways laid’ stress on the fact that they 
grongly discountenanced making a 
bargain and not standing by Mt.

Law Aimed at False Representation. 

“The investor should remember that 
tt was not the intent of the legislature, 
in enacting the securities law, to pre- 
vent speculation, or to stop the flow 
of capital into new enterprises merely 
because many of them eventually fail, 
The whole purpose of blue sky legisla- 
tion is admirably summed up in the 
decision of a New York court rendered 
in October, 1924: 

“‘The statute is aimed at fraudu- 
lent devices and false representations. 
It was not designed to prevent specu- 
lation or investment. . . 

“If one shares the confidence and 
optimism..of the inventor in a device, 


_he should not be prevented from pur- 


chasing a share Init. The legislature 
sought only to protect against mis- 
leading and fraudulent ‘devices and 
statements. 

“Tf the facts are clear and the pur- 
chaser of stock is not misled, he is 
free to: do as he pleases, The law seeks 
to guard the investor from fraud, not 
from his own decisions deliberately 
and freely made.’ 

“Only when an intelligent public 
learns the art of wise selection of in- 
vestments will the need for blue sky 
eae cease to exist,”

| HOUDINI’S SECRET 
KS + BHRED BY AID

“Telepathy” W Worlied by Tele- 
phone System. 


New York.—The late Harry Hov- 
dini’s spectacular “telepathy” was dis- 
closed- as a telephone system, for 
which his whole house was. wired, the 
New York World says. 

Houdini employed the ideas of 
Thomas A. Edisonin developing a con- 
traption which would fake the sem- 
blance of thought transference, 

The secret was that Houdini wore 
an electric belt which established an: 
invisible connection, by electro mag- 
netic induction, with loops of wire. 
concealed under a carpet. When these 
loops were energized, by the current 
of a telephone circult, invisible Mnes 


4 of magnetism, entting across the turns, 


of wire in the electric belt, generated 
a minute electric current. This cur- 
rent was the exact cornterpart of the 
one which energized the wires -be- 
neath the carpet. 

It was the sum total of this induced 
electrical energy which vibrated the 
diaphragm of a miniature telephone 
receiver and reproduced speech. 

The trick was to pick up utterances 
of “thought transmitters" by means 
of “planted” dictaphones and then re- 
peat these utterances on a strong tele: 


phone circuit terminating in the loops | 


under the carpet where Houdini stood. 

Louis C. Kraus, who worked with 
Houdini tn developing ‘the telepathy 
idea, said Houdini’s whole house was 
wired. Two years ago, when experi- 
ments in telepathy in London were 
reported, Houdini said that there wag 
hothing supernatural about them and 
that he could do as well himself by 
“natural means.”

The 
supply of new-born is more abun- 
dant than the “parking” facilities.
